DANGERS ABOUT OUR BOIES, 


DISEASE NOT THE ONLY THING THAT 


HAS TO BE GUARDED AGAINST. 


There are dangers that daily threaten 


our homes, that are far more real and 
serious in their results than the majority 
of those pointed out by the medical ex- 
pert, who is frequently overzealous and 
who digs deep down in ashes of improba- 
bility for what is commonly termed the 
"germs of disease." 


These dangers come from the outside 


and are more actually harmful to our 
houses and ourselves than are the ills 
average medical science predicts. 


A lady living in a handsome, sumptu- 


ously furnished house in one of the fash- 
ionable southwestern sections of the city, 
had, on her return from a morning's 
shopping or an afternoon's calling expe- 
dition, been told repeatedly that a gen- 
teel looking man had rung the door bell 
and seemed particularly anxious to see 
her, giving her name distinctly.

She was attached to the 
family she had served so long, their in- 
terests were hers and she managed to 
gain upon the two men who were hurry- 
ing down the street, burdened with the 
heavy marble.

Toward the close of the Harrison ad- 


ministration the American people found 
the management of their government 
in hands not longer to be trusted.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, May 4,1894. 


Editors of Compiler: President Cleve- 


land and his Cabinet are pursuing the 
even tenor of their official duties just as 
though there were no such thing in ex- 
istence as Coxey's army. The President 
has promised to attend the unveiling of 
the Martha Washington monument at 
Fredericksburg, Virginia, on the 10th, 
inst., and to-morrow Secretary Herbert 
will leave for the Pacific coast to inspect 
the Government Navy Yards in that 
section. 


Coxey's march upon the Capitol was 


one of the most farcical fizzles of the 
age. 
To-day he and Carl Browne and 


Christopher Columbus Jones are being 
tried in the police court for violating the 
law in attempting to make speeches 
from the steps of the Capitol. They are 
not likely to be severely punished—prob- 
ably small fines as a warning. If the 
foolish men now on their way to Wash- 
ington to join Coxey could get within 
smelling distance of the pest-bole in 
which the poor Coxeyites are confined— 
Coxey says camped—they would turn 
back at once. Inasmuch as Coxey was 
told by the Health officer of the danger 
attendant upon patting those poor devils 
in a marsh partiaUy filled with dump- 
ings of city filth, with an open sewer-on 
one side and stagnant green scummed 
cesspools on the other, and the foul at- 
mosphere thoroughly impregnated with 
malarial germs, it looks as though he 
would be glad to gain a little additional 
notoriety by having a lot of them die 
like dogs.

Corn Bran. 


A study of the properties of foods 


shows not only a groat difference in the 
nutritive values of each kind but also 
in the several amounts of the whole 
that are digested. The farmer, in util- 
izing the various foods produced on the 
farm, aims to balance the inferior with 
the more nutritious. In his report on 
the value of corn bran Professor Arms- 
by, of the Pennsylvania Experiment 
Station, gives its analysis, and proposes 
a ration which is perhaps one of the 
cheapest and most variable for cows 
that can be suggested. Corn bran con- 
tains 9.19 per cent, of water, 5.45 per 
cent, of ash, 6.49 per cent, of protein, 
13.55 per cent, of fibre, 60.85 per cent, 
of nitrogen free extract (starch), and 
4.47 per cent, of fat. As corn bran is 
seldom sold off the farm it is one of the 
sources from which a large proportion 
of the manure is made, and it is really 
more valuable in some respects than 
cornmeal as it contains more mineral 
matter. 


That portion of the food which is not 


digestible passes into the manure, in 
many cases being nearly one-half of the 
whole. A ration composed of 12 pounds 
corn fodder, 8 pounds clover hay, 4 
pounds malt sprouts, and 8 pounds corn- 
meal bran is considered a ration for one 
cow, for one day. As cows differ in 
size, preferences of 
food, digestive 


capacity, etc., any fixed quantity can 
only be an estimate. Of the quantities 
mentioned above the total dry matter is 
26 pounds to 100. This means that for 
every 100 pounds of such food that is 
allowed 74 pounds is water. Of the 26 
pounds, about 16 pounds are digestible, 
or utilized by the animal for nourish- 
ment. The remaining 10 pounds is 
•voided and passed into the manure 
heap. For every 100 pounds of food 
given, therefore, the farmer loses, as 
water and manure, 84 pounds. 
The 


water passes away while the manure is 
retained, but the actual value of the 
whole is based upon its relative propor- 
tion of digestible matter, and the greater 
the digestibility of the foods the larger 
the benefit deiived. 


Bran, ground grain, malt sprouts, etc., 


serve to supply deflency in the coarse 
and bulky foods. For instance, the 12 
pounds of corn fodder mentioned con- 
tains S.15 per cent, of dry matter, 31 
per cent, of protein, 4.21 per cent, of 
carbo-hydrates, and .07 per cent, of fat. 
The 8 pound of corn bran contains 7.26 
per cent, of dry matter .30 per cent, of 
protein, 4.24 per cent, of carbo-hydrates, 
and .33 per cent, of fat. Comparison 
thus shows that although the proportion 
of corn bran is but. two-thirds that of 
the corn fodder, yet in contains but 
little less of dry matter, nearly the same 
amount of protein, and exceeds the corn 
fodder in fat and starch. The ration 
given (of the four substances), is com- 
posed of one part protein (nitrogenous 
matter), to seven and seven-tenths of 
carbonaceous material. Wheat bran 
differs from corn bran, but as wheat is 
not now ground extensively as flour for 
home use, while corn mills are on every 
farm, the feeding value of corn bran 
should not be overlooked.

Thingi Diefnl to Know. 


THE wise dairyman always looks to 


what is best for a cow, for in the end 
he knows that such management will 
prove best for them. 


WHITE clover is excellent for filling 


up bare places on grasi plots, as it will 
grow and thrive where other grasses 
will fail, but it prefers a rich soil that 
contains lime. 


IT has been demonstrated that aspara- 


gus can be obtained of the highest qual- 
ity, and the stalks made to attain large 
size, without the use of stable manure 
if fertilizers are applied liberally. Ex- 
periments show that salt is not necessary 
on asparagus beds, except to assist in 
destroying weeds and grass. 


CELEKT is a plant that requires mois- 


Soap suds not only answer 
well for that purpose but also seem to 
be a special fertilizer for the plants.

Feeding Pigs. 


EDS. 
COUNTRY GENTLEMAN —On 


page 112 I 8nd some in«tructions about 
feeding pigs, and I shall follow them ex- 
actly as soon as I have some pigs. My 
method is somewhat different, but with 
satisfactory results. I bought two pigs 
Jane 3 last, six weeks old, and fed until 
Feb. 8, 1894, eight months', when they 
were killed. They cleaned 550 pounds, 
or 275 pounds apiece, no difference in 
weight 'between them. They were fed 
on the following mixture: 100 Ib. corn 
meal, 50 Ib. bran, 50 Ib. middlings, 30 Ib. 
oil meal. I gave them all they wanted 
to eat, but they never ate enough to 
please me, the most being 3 gallons a 
day, 
or 1J gallons for each hog in-24 


hours. In summer they got some grass 
and water before each meal. During 
winter they got the milk (buttermilk and 
skim) from one cow which milked about 
two gallons a day. The feed was given 
dry, and always some coal kept in the 
troughs, I do not have a slop barrel, as 
it is hard to keep clean, and it is a great 
nuisance with most people, as the dish 
water is of no account and almost all 
slop ban-els I see are sour. I know of 
several, which, when the contents are 
stirred, in summer time, you can smell 
for a quarter of a mile. It is a wonder 
it the hog cholera does not appear. I 
never lost a hog from it.

Interesting Statistics. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The first data 


on conjugal condition in the United States 
ever gathered by the government is given in 
a census bulletin made pnblic to-day. It 
shows that of a total population of 62,622,- 
250 in 189P almost three-fifths were single, 
a little more than one-lbird married, and 
not quite one-twentieth weie widowed. 
The dirorced conatitated a small fraction of 
one per cent. The actual number ol the 
classes are as follows : Single, 37,129 564 ; 
matried, 22,331,424 ; widowed, 2,970,052 • 
divorced, 120,996, and nnknown, 70,214. 


The males constituted over 51 pet cent, of 


the total population. Of 32,067,880 males 
in the country 18,9-15,576 were single, 11,- 
205,528 married, 815,437 widowed and 49^- 
101 divorced. Of the famales 17,183,988, or 
over 56 per cent, were single, 11,126,196 
married, 2,154,615 widowad and 71,895 
divorced. The proportion of widows.says the 
report, was neatly three times as great as of 
widowers, indicating that a greater portion 
ot widowurs remarry than widows, while 
fignres sHw that divorced men have le- 
married to a greater eitent than divorced 
women.
